There 
may be a let of our people who 
are not in position to find out the 
true facts regarding the legal re- 
quirements, and the possibility of 
a misunderstanding by some, and 
for that reason Mayor Clinpert 
and our council have arranged tor 
enother mass meeting to bo held 
in the school auditorium next 
Tuesday evening at 8:00 o’tlock 
in order that the voters may have 
full understanding of the matter.

The situation, as wo understand 
HM. ie that the bonds are secured 
hy the waterworks system itsett 
antl do NOT become a lien upon 
the property. 

Two questions will have to be 
voted upon. One covers ihe issu- 
ing of the mortgnge revenue 
bonds and the other perlains — te 
the granting of a franchise for 
the uperation of the system. The 
latter is q safesgruaril by the fed- 
eral government for in case that 
the bonds ere not paid, that the 
plant may continue to operate, 

The estimated east for the con- 
struction of the new system = is 
$48,020.50. Of this amount the 
village must issue honds for the 
amount of approximately $40,600.- 
00. which will be taken over by 
the federal government. The bal- 
ance of the sum will he given 
outright by the PWA—({public 
works adminstration),

Betors the bank holiday the con 
fidence of the people was shattered. 
The thought uppermost in the minds 
of depositors wan the safety of thoir 
tunds, Withdrawals from banks be- 
came iucreasingly heavy in gereral, 
Under such circumstances the bank- 
er, mindful of bis primary respoa- 
sibility to his depositors, waa more 
coucerned in the collection of ioans 
than in the making of new loana. 
The result was a severe contraction 
of credit. For this the banker should 
not be blamed. He simply performed 
his manifest duly. 

Bankers at thie time are Very 
property ylewing the credit needs of 
business with serlons and aympa- 
thetic consideration. 
for loans are not always famIliar

The creation of a large yol- 
ume of unsound loans would not 
only weaken the banke--it would 
projong the depression and wipe out 
some of the gains already made, ft 
is to be eatbestly hoped that no 
banker will yleld under the pressure 
of bis desire for earnings, or for 
any other reason. and make loans of 
the wrong sort. 

There are Many needs for credit 
of Hinds which are not within the 
province of commercial bauka to 
meet, Likewise there are many 
types of credit, but there are also 
many types of credit factlitles avali- 
able—enough, it would seem, to meet 
the requirements of alt classea of 
worthy borrowers, 


The Duty of Bvery Baaker 

ft 1a clearly the duty of evary 
banker in the couatry to perform 
certain services. The most impor 
tant of these are: 

1. To afford perfect safety for 
deposits 

2. To grant credit to those who 
desarve it, 

(n the matter of credits the public 
most io fairness remember that 
commercial banks are not lending 
thelr own money, but the money of 
thelr depositors, repreaenled very 
Jargely by the carvings and savings 
of the people. The peopla who own 
these deposits have accumulated 
them through years of labor and 
sacrifice, and jn maby cases the de 
posli represents thelr al), These 
depositors have the right io cali for 
their money at any time, or at most 
on sbort aotice. Deposits constitute 
a sacred trust, 

There are certain basic principles 
la sound banking that must be held 
onto even in thie period of change, 
but the progressive banzer muat be 
ragsponsivea ta changing confitions 
and he must be active In seeking 
proper opportunities to meet the 
sound aseds of hla customers, 

Repeated assurrance has been 
given by the Administration that 
there ia no desire on [te part to 
coatinue governthent lending a mo 
ment longer than is necessary and 
that at the earliest posalble time 


the government wii) chady give war: 


to the banks and other lending [n- 
stitutions. This, of course, ip as it 
shonld be and we ate alt earnestly 
looking torward to the time when 
private imitlative and enterprise 
shall hate recovered its vitality auf- 
ficiently to throw government 
crutches away, 

Numerous bank falinres have ere 
ated tn the minds of many a groasly 
exaggerated iden as to the idsses of 
depositors in closed banks. The rec 
ord indicates that depositor, in 
banks wbich cloaed In Lhe past three 


‘years will raaiixe on an average 


about 65¢ on the dollar. That would 
mean a jost of 35%. it baa bean os 
timated that during the depression 
the average value of Investments In 
stocks lost about $0%; bonds simt 
jarty dactined? approximately 80% 
and commodities 66%. 

Depoaits in sound Danks continzed 
to be worth 100% throughout the 
depression and 90% of the bank de 
poaite of the country were not af- 
fected, 


Benkers Deserve Confidence 

The country can bare full coni- 
dence tn tbe integrity and compe 
tence of the bankers of (he country. 
Gut of the Seasons of the last tew 
years has come experience that wili 
be valuable to the banker and to his 
eotpmunity. He can be counted on 
to show a proper appreciation of bin 
responsibilities and obligations aug 
to taxe his place among those who 
are making earneat and uaseiftah af 
fort to promote recovery. He Is not 
fnfaitible, but with avery power that
